Costs Cut By 
Pushback of 
Tax Deadline

The 1973 Delinquent Ta.\ 
List is being published for 
its second time in this is¬ 
sue of the Sierra Madre 
News. 

As reported by County Tax 
Collector Harold Osley, de¬ 
linquent taxes have been de¬ 
ferred from the April 10th 
deadline to August 31, and 
by this method those that 
are late in the payment of 
their property taxes do not 
have their names published 
unless they are still delin¬ 
quent on August 31. 

This method of publishing 
cuts down (xinfiidorably on 
the expense of the publica¬ 
tion, hut does not relieve 
the taxpayer of the penalties 
and the interest. If you have 
paid your taxes since the 
deadline of August, there is 
little need to worry as cut¬ 
off and recording is some¬ 
times as rr.uch as a week or 
ten days behind. Y’ou will 
find the list in this issue.

Pastor Anderson 
Sets Repentance 
For Sunday Talk 

Rev. Ricliard J. .Anderson, 
pastor of Sierra Madre Con¬ 
gregational Church will use 
f.or his sermon topic this 
Sunday, ‘‘Two Kinds of Re- 
epntance.” 

Comemnein-g on his topic, 
Rev. .Anderson .says, ‘‘As we 
study through the entire 
Bible, there are many in- 
srances w’here men and- wo¬ 
men repe.r!t and turn from 
sin. Sometimes this turning 
results in a complete break 
with sin, hut other times the 
break is only temporaiy and 
within a matter of time the 
person returns to his old be¬ 
havior. 

“What is it that makes the 
difference? Why is it that 
one person repents of his sin 
only to return to his former 
ways. 

“The Bi-ble talks about re¬ 
pentance in two ways. The 
first repentance Is a sorrow 
tor what one has done wrong 
and for ihe grief that has 
come to himself and to 
others. The focus of atten¬ 
tion hei’e is on the results 
of sin. 

“The second form of re¬ 
pentance Involves a sorrow 
for what iha.s happened and 
the grief that has come as a 
result, but the focus of at¬ 
tention is primarily upon the 
cause .not the effects. The 
Bible teaches us that sin is 
caused by the deep desire to 
be the boss of my own life. 
Only when a peisun realizes 
tliat the cause of sin is hia 
.desire to play God. can he 
repent in a way that will 
bring lasting change in his 
life. Both kinds of repen¬ 
tance involve sorrow. Both 
kinds of repentance are us¬ 
ually sincere but o.rve gets 
down to the heart of the 
matter w'hile the other re¬ 
mains superficial.” 

Pastor Anderson concludes 
his remarks with, “Would 
you like your life to change? 
Are there habit patterns in 
your beliav'ior that you wish 
could be done away with? 
Ask yourself whether or not 
you are repenting of the 
caase of your sin or simply 
of its effects."

Car License Lack 
Given Citations 

California car owners who 
failed to obtain 197,3 regis¬ 
tration stickers for their ve¬ 
hicles may be in for an un¬ 
pleasant surprise. 

Director Robert C. Cozt'ns, 
Department of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles, said today that he 
will request the California 
Highway Patrol to take ad¬ 
vantage of every opportunity 
to cite drivers of those ve¬ 
hicles whose license plates 
do not boar bright red tabs 
that indicate current regi.s- 
1 ration. 

Operating an unregistered 
vehicle is a mi.sdemeanor 
that normally results in a 
fine. In addition, o.nce 
caught, the owner is re¬ 
quired to register and pay a 
100 per cent penalty for vio¬ 
lating the Fe'bruarv 2 dead¬ 
line, As a last resort, the un- 
regi-stered veihcle can be 
impounded. 

Cozens stated that each 
year renewal i,s complicated 
by those car owners who 
have failed to regi.ster their 
vehicle during the previous 
year. Often vehicle pur¬ 
chasers are faced with being 
held responsible for the lees 
and penalties for the past 
year.
